Meeting 
with bus 
bosses in 
route row 

DOZENS of residents angry 
after a bus service was axed 
will voice their concerns to 
transport officials at a pub¬ 
lic meeting next week. 

Bus operator National Ex¬ 
press and Centro are facing 
residents to discuss the end 
of the 297 service. 

The service, which ran 
through Old Hill, Cradley 
Heath and Quarry Bank to 
Russells Hall Hospital, was 
ended earlier in the sum¬ 
mer. Officials blame a fall 
in passenger numbers and 
problems with reliability. 

Residents have already 
held a meeting over the 
issue and the meeting with 
transport bosses will take 
place next Thursday (Oc¬ 
tober 16) between 11.30am 
and 1pm at Birch Coppice 
Methodist Church, Coppice 
Lane, Quarry Bank. 

Meeting organiser Coun¬ 
cillor Bryan Cotterill said: 
“It was a major bus route 
and this has affected a lot 
of people. Whether they can 
reinstall the service I’m not 
sure but maybe they could 
meet us halfway somehow.” 

National Express replaced 
the 297 with two separate 
services as it said the length 
of the route made it unreli¬ 
able. 

But since the service was 
removed more than 600 
names have been gathered 
on a petition calling for its 
reins tatement. _ 

Plan for £3m 
faith centre 

A WAREHOUSE will un¬ 
dergo a £3 million revamp 
to become a community, 
worship and conference 
centre and creche under a 
new plan. 

The Forward in Faith 
ministry has operated an 
administrative centre in the 
warehouse on Hainge Road, 
Tividale, for three years. It 
is now keen to expand with 
the unit serving as the UK 
and European headquar¬ 
ters for the ministry, which 
has over 500 members in 
Sandwell and is in Africa, 
the USA and Australia. 


MOVE TO EASE 
TRAFFIC JAMS 


PLANS for a £1.3 million project to 
ease congestion at a busy junction 
on a main commuter route through 
the Black Country have been revived. 

A fresh bid for funding to carry out work on 
the Birmingham New Road at its junction with 
Shaw Road in Coseley is being launched by 
Wolverhamton City Council with the support 


of Dudley Council. 

The scheme for the major 
crossroads near to The 
Coseley School has been 
drawn up to make the route 
safer for pedestrians and 
motorists, as well as reduc¬ 
ing traffic queues. 

Wolverhampton and Dud¬ 
ley councils have previously 
had two applications for 
grants turned down. 

But a new application is 
now being drawn up in a 
bid to attract cash from the 
Local Growth Fund. 

Money 

Wolverhampton City 
Council’s Ian Bennett said: 
“We didn’t succeed in our 
initial bid for money from 
the Local Pinch Point Fund. 
Subsequently, we submitted 
a separate bid to the Local 
Sustainable Transport 
Fund, but that was also un¬ 
successful. 

“Still, we don’t give up 
that easily and we’re cur¬ 
rently making a bid for 
Local Growth Fund money.” 

But the scheme is un¬ 
likely to get under way any 
time soon and it could be 
2016 before the funding is 
awarded. 

Both Dudley and Wolver¬ 
hampton councils have spo¬ 
ken of the need to improve 
the junction to make it eas¬ 
ier for motorists turning. 

Dudley’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for transport Councillor 
Khursid Ahmed said: “It’s 
important that we carry out

work at this junction includ¬ 
ing upgrading the traffic 
lights there.” 

Councillor Ahmed added: 
“We would welcome im¬ 
provements to this busy 
section of road and we are 
aware that our neighbours 
Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil are leading on a project 
to improve traffic flow in 
the area. 

“We will be continuing to 
speak to them about the pro¬ 
gress of the scheme in antic¬ 
ipation of improved journeys 
for motorists travelling be¬ 
tween Wolverhampton and 
Dudley.” 

There have been a num¬ 
ber of accidents at the site, 
including one in June 2012 
when a woman had to be 
cut free from a BMW which 
was in collision with an MG 
Rover. 

The other junction still to 
be awaiting an upgrade on 
the Birmingham New Road 
is at Sedgley Road West. 

This junction is due to be 
revamped as part of a big 
scheme for a £120 million 
business park bordering the 
two roads in Dudley. 

Right turns will be 
banned from Sedgley Road 
West on to the busy A123 
Birmingham New Road to¬ 
wards Wolverhampton as a 
result.

Date set 
for the

BUDGET supermarket 
chain Lidl is has announced 
plans to open its new store 
in Kingswinford in time for 
Christmas. 

The metal frame for the 
new store on the Duckworth 
Trading Estate, in Stallings 
Lane, has now gone up. 

Work on the store and its 
a 115-space car park got 
under way in the summer 
after planning permission 
was granted by Dudley 
Council last year.

The firm submitted re¬ 
vised plans earlier this 
year which received fur¬ 
ther approval, allowing the 
German-owned chain to 
incorporate a larger area 
by taking in further vacant 
units around the trading 
estate. 

Lidl spokesman Daniel 
Clarke said: “I can confirm 
the Kingswinford store is 
due to open in early Decem¬ 
ber 2014.” 

The store is expected to 
create 15 full-time and 25 
part-time jobs. 

Some traders in nearby 
High Street were concerned 
about the scheme but coun¬ 
cillors said they believed the 
supermarket and would pro¬ 
vide ‘healthy competition’. 

The new store, which is to 
be single-storey, will cover 
an area measuring around 
2 3,034 sq ft. _ 

Council sell 
office sites 

SIX former offices in Dud¬ 
ley have been sold as part 
of a project aimed at raising 
around £3.5 million for the 
cash-strapped council. 

A total of 12 sites have 
been deemed surplus to 
requirements by Dudley 
Council. 

The buildings, which 
include properties in St 
James’s Road, Ednam Road 
and Priory Court, have been 
earmarked for 90 homes. 
Sale of the buildings should 
net the authority around 
£467,000 per year savings.

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Wonga write off debts for thousands 


MORE than 300,000 people are hav¬ 
ing crippling pay-day loans written 
off after loan firm Wonga admitted 
they should never have lent them 
the money. 

The beleaguered lender is telling 
customers who are currently over 
30 days in arrears - about a fifth of 
1.8 million people who have taken 
out a loan with them - that they will 
have the balance of their loan writ¬ 


ten off and will owe Wonga nothing. 
The move comes after the Finan¬ 
cial Conduct Authority requires it 
to make significant changes to its 
business immediately. 

Approximately 45,000 customers 
who are up to 29 days in arrears will 
be asked to repay their debt with¬ 
out interest and charges and will be 
given an option of paying over an 
extended period of four months. 


Wonga said it did not have a re¬ 
gional breakdown available to say 
how many of its West Midlands cus¬ 
tomers will be eligible. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin 
said: “Many of their customers will 
have found the amount they owe in¬ 
creasing because of the outrageous 
interest rates that Wonga and firms 
like them charge. 

“I am very pleased that so many 


people will be released from the ex¬ 
orbitant level of debt that has been 
imposed on them. 

“I would like to see them driven 
out of business altogether. I would 
like to see limits to the cost of credit 
and to the interest rates they can 
charge. I would prefer to see hard- 
pressed families getting low cost 
credit and reasonable loans from 
banks and credit unions.” 


Council wrangle over 
pay for new directors 


DUDLEY Council leaders have come under 
fire for creating new senior management 
jobs with a pay rise up to £30,000 at the cash- 
strapped authority. 

Bosses claim axing 11 senior management posi¬ 
tions out of 22 at Dudley Council will save £1 million 
from staffing budgets under proposals expected to 
be ratified later this month. 

But opposition councillors hit back at the council’s La¬ 
bour administration after it emerged that the 11 manager 
positions left will be on increased salaries. 

During the council’s cabinet meeting last week, bosses 
claimed they had created new roles with more responsibil¬ 
ities requiring greater remuneration. 

Five directors, who are in charge of departments and 
report to the chief executive, and earn £104,604 per year,

Optimistic on 
zone bid to 
attract firms 

REGENERATION bosses 
are still in talks with five 
companies over their poten¬ 
tial relocation to a business 
complex in a bid to revive 
the once-thriving area. 

Dudley Council launched 
the Dudley Business Invest¬ 
ment Zone at The Water¬ 
front in Brierley Hill five 
months ago. 

By offering a two-year 
break in business rates, 
the council hoped it would 
attract firms to relocate in 
some of the empty office 
space at the site. 

Regeneration boss Coun¬ 
cillor Judy Foster said: “We 
are continuing to speak to 
five businesses with a view 
to them potentially moving 
to the Waterfront. 

“We remain very optimis¬ 
tic that the proposals we 
have in place are an attrac¬ 
tive proposition for business 
looking to move to the area, 
which will create jobs and 
economic growth.” 


strategic’ directors. The new 
" ‘strategic director for peo¬ 
ple’ who manages children’s 
services, adult social care, 
health and well being, will 
command a salary between 
£122,500 and £130,000. 

Salaries for the other two 
positions — director of re¬ 
sources and transformation 
and director for the environ¬ 
ment, economy and housing 
— could be around £117,000 
and £127,000. 

The 17 assistant direc¬ 
tors, currently earning 
£70,049 a year, will be re¬ 
placed by eight chief officer 
posts earning £89,000 under 
the scheme. Dudley Council 
says thatit could be forced 
to increase agreed salaries 
under rules called the mar¬ 
ket forces supplement. 

Conservative group leader 
Councillor Patrick Harley 
said if pay levels remained 
the same the authority 
could have saved up to an 
additional £300,000. UKIP 
councillor Paul Brothwood 
added: “At this time to actu¬ 
ally be increasing salaries is 
not satisfactory.” 

Council leader Councillor 
David Sparks responded: 
“In order to attract people 
to do those jobs we have to 
pay more money than what 
they are paid now.” 

The cabinet decision will 
go before a meeting of the 
full council on October 13.

Dudley Council will set up 
a learning base to provide 
education to over-16s with 
learning disabilities at the 
old Pensnett High School 
site, which has been empty 
for four years. 

Cabinet 

The council’s cabinet gave 
the scheme their backing 
after a £lm grant was se¬ 
cured for the work. 

The consultation with 
residents, schools, students 
and parents will get under 
way later this month. 

The centre will be created 
by refurbishing one of the 
remaining buildings and 
will be run by Pens Meadow 
Special School. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said it 
would be a huge boost for 
young people with special 
needs and their parents. 

He added: “Not only that 
it will make a real commu¬ 
nity facility on an empty 
site, and as a community 
council, this is what we’re 
all about.”

Move to make medical appointments online 


PATIENTS in Dudley will be able to book 
hospital appointments electronically as 
part of a £4.5 million investment in ser¬ 
vices. 

Options being discussed including book¬ 
ing online or via mobile phone apps. It is 
part of a plan to cut down on paperwork, 
make it easier for patients and improve 
links with GP practices. Paula Clark, chief 
executive of Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, said the new system would ena¬ 
ble people to book their own appointments. 


The IT (information technology) invest¬ 
ment would also enable patient records to 
be made available electronically, so they 
could be shared more easily between med¬ 
ical staff. 

Easier 

There would also be improvements to en¬ 
able tests to be ordered more quickly and 
make it easier for multiple appointments 
to be scheduled for patients who need them. 

Ms Clark said: “The exact detail is yet to 


be confirmed but there will be opportunities 
to make the new system more accessible 
and improve the way we care for patients. 
It will allow patients to access information 
about themselves and their appointments. 

“It is surprising how patients can book 
holidays or order their shopping online but 
they cannot easily access healthcare ser¬ 
vices. 

“Currently, complex healthcare records 
are kept in paper form and only one health¬ 
care professional can access those records 


at any one time. With the new electronic 
health record, several healthcare profes¬ 
sionals will be able to access records and 
input into patient care simultaneously and 
in real-time, therefore, patient records will 
always be up-to-date.” 

She added: “We will also be able to share 
patient records with GPs and other health¬ 
care professionals across the country and so 
if, for example, a Dudley patient has an ac¬ 
cident on holiday in Cornwall, their health 
record can be transferred immediately.” 


Old post office flats part of 
homes boost in town centre 


DUDLEY’S historic former post office will be 
transformed into 21 apartments, as part of a 
town centre housing boom. 

It comes hot on the heels of plans to convert for¬ 
mer council offices into more than 90 homes. 

Dudley Council bosses want to encourage more people to 
live in the town centre as part of its regeneration. They say 
shops and other businesses would benefit from more trade. 


Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin has welcomed the 
scheme for the former post 
office which has been empty 
for more than 10 years. 

Mr Austin called the move 
a ‘great idea’ and called for 
further innovative ways 
to increase the number of 
homes in the centre while 
revitalising old buildings. 

“I think that is a great 
idea and the more people 
living in and around the 
town centre the more it will 
help shops and businesses,” 
he said. 

Dudley councillor Judy 
Foster, who is in charge of 
regeneration projects, said 
more homes in the town 
centre would help increase 
footfall for existing shops. 

“One of the key parts of 
our regeneration strategy 
for Dudley town centre is to 
diversify what the town of¬ 
fers and to have a good mix 
of retail, business and resi¬ 
dential properties,” she said. 

“This increase in the 
number of residential prop¬ 
erties in and around the 
town centre will in-turn 
help to increase footfall in 
the town. 

“The renovation of this

building as residential ac¬ 
commodation will com¬ 
plement the Townscape 
Heritage Initiative work the 
council has carried out on 
the nearby buildings.” 

The Edwardian formrer 
post office, at the corner of 
Wolverhampton Street and 
Priory Street, was last used 
as a nightclub called Nulla 
Nulla a decade ago but has 
since been empty. 

Proposals for the trans¬ 
formation of the building 
were approved by the coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
last week after Birmingham 
developer Parkstone Group 
revised its plans to remove a 
proposed ramp at the front 
of the 1909 building. Eng¬ 
lish Heritage had criticised 
the visual impact of the 
ramp. 

The council has already 
announced plans for the 
sale of 12 council buildings 
in Dudley, including prop¬ 
erties in Ednam Road and 
St James’ Road, which will 
be converted into 90 new 
homes in the town centre. 


Towpath is cleaned up 

A STRETCH of canal towpath has been spruced up by a 
team of 60 young people from schools and colleges in the 
Black Country.

Premier Inn plan a 
December opening 

WORK to build a £6 mil¬ 
lion hotel and restaurant 
on a major gateway to 
Stourbridge is on course 
for completion before 
Christmas. 

The 80-bed Premier Inn 
in Birmingham Street due 
to open on December 1. 

The neighbouring Brew¬ 
ers Fayre pub restaurant 
is set for completion on 
November 17.

Nothing to make a 
fuss about, he said. We don’t breed 'em like that any more.

Hospitals prepare 


PLANS are being drawn up at hos¬ 
pitals in preparation for the mid¬ 
wives strike later this month.

ers and front line staff to minimise 
disruption for women. 

“We do expect some of our mid¬ 
wifery staff to take part in the 
strike, however, we would like to 
reassure women that there will be 
no compromise to patient safety 
and that every effort will be made 
to ensure minimal disruption to our 
services. Women who are in labour 
during the strike period will see no 


change to their care and will give 
birth as usual, whether in hospital 
on our delivery suite or midwife¬ 
ry-led unit, or at home if they have 
chosen a home birth. 

“We would like to apologise for 
any inconvenience caused to re¬ 
scheduled patients but hope they 
will understand that we have to 
focus our resources on women need¬ 
ing immediate care.”

Grant will 
pay for 
emission 
reductions 

A PROJECT to improve air 
quality and cut down fumes 
across Dudley borough has 
been awarded a grant of 
£158,000. 

Dudley Council will be 
using the cash from the 
Department for Transport 
to fund specialist exhaust 
emission catching equip¬ 
ment. 

Businesses will be able 
to sign up for the scheme 
which will see vehicles fitted 
with the devices, which trap 
harmful nitrogen oxide. 

Coaches 

Ten coaches operated by 
Prospect Coaches (West) 
Limited, based in Lye, will 
be the first to have the 
equipment installed. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, 
cabinet member for health, 
said: “This grant will fund 
special devices to cut down 
specifically on nitrogen ox¬ 
ides and in turn improve air 
quality.

Duke is visiting health and help centres 



THE Duke of Gloucester will officially open 
an £8.5 million health centre during a visit 
to Stourbridge this week 

The queen’s cousin Prince Richard was 
due to unveil a commemorative plaque 
at Lion Health in Stourbridge yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

It is one of several stops he will make dur¬ 
ing a tour of the West Midlands including 
visits to Halesowen and West Bromwich. 

The grade II listed former Foster, Ras- 
trick and Co site, in Lowndes Road ,was con¬ 
verted into the medical practice and opened 
in April. The Georgian foundry is famed for 
making the Stourbridge Lion steam engine, 


which in 1829 brought a new era to America 
as the the first engine to run on rails. 

The Duke was also due to visit the Hope 
Centre in Halesowen on the same day to 
present volunteers with The Queen’s Award 
for Voluntary Service 

The centre in Andrew Road was founded 
by Wendy and Camilla in January 2010 after 
the Lighthouse Project was disbanded in 
2009. All 27 volunteers at the centre have 
been awarded the honour. 

The Duke was also opening the restored 
Oak House Barns at the Oak House Mu¬ 
seum in West Bromwich. 

A £1.4million project has seen two listed 


barns renovated and converted into a new 
visitor centre, reception, toilets, shop and 
cafe. 

The restoration work has been funded 
between Sandwell Council and the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

It is hoped the revamp will help attract 
an extra 30,000 visitors a year to the Oak 
Road site. 

The Duke, aged 70, is 23rd in line to the 
throne. His elder brother Prince William of 
Gloucester died in 1972, aged 30, when the 
plane he was piloting crashed at Halfpenny 
Green, near Bobbington. 


Graffiti vandals target 
town with their spray tags

GRAFFITI has been sprayed 
on shops, bus stops and cars 
across Brierley Hill, sparking a 
police probe and a council inves¬ 
tigation. 

Fed up traders and residents have 
reacted with anger to the increase in 
vandalism in and around Brierley Hill 
town centre over the past month. 

Dudley Council workers have also been 
busy clearing up after the graffiti, which 
has been sprayed in white, black and gold 
ink. 

Common 

The most common tags sprayed on prem¬ 
ises and property have been CNS — which 
may stand for ‘city never sleeps’ — and 
SIMBA. 

The Dog and Lamp-Post pub, in Dudley 
Road, has been targeted twice over the past 
month by the paint daubing vandals. 

After it was painted over the first time, 
more graffiti was sprayed on the same spot 
just a week later. 

Pub manager Liam Dawkins said: “It’s 
driving me crazy. 

“I don’t get why people would go round 
vandalising people’s homes and businesses, 
it’s just a pain — everyone is fed up with it.” 

He added: “The graffiti then costs money 
from the tax payer to clear up. 

“These people should have something 
better to do.” 

Jason Breeze, owner of Fry A Tucks cafe, 
also on Dudley Road, said: “It’s doing my 
head in. 

“You keep seeing the graffiti pop up 
around the area.” 

As well as the pub, graffiti has also been 
sprayed on a telecommunications building 
in Bent Street, the former Speedy Hire in 
Dudley Road and the sign to Pure Gym in 
Level Street. 

Resdients were left furious after cars 
were targeted in Bent Street, as was a bus 
stop on Dudley Road. 

Michael Tolley, aged 70, of Victoria 
Street, said: “The graffiti is proving a prob¬ 
lem around here and people are up to here 
with it. We want the police to catch the of¬ 
fenders.” 


Dudley Council’s street cleansing team 
respond to calls from the public to clean up 
graffiti. 

The team receives an average of 550 re¬ 
ports a year. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for transportation, said: “Follow¬ 
ing a spate of this graffiti in Brierley Hill 
we carried out a clean-up operation and 


called for people to come forward with any 
information and this all helped the police to 
track down the offenders. 

Reports 

“Over the last week we have received two 
reports of graffiti in this same area from 
one of the local councillors.” 

He added: “People should remember that 


all of our clean-up work is costing the tax 
payer money so we would also urge people 
to call the police on 0345 113 5000 with 
information about this kind of anti-social 
behaviour so we can help put a stop to it.” 

“We would ask people to report graffiti

For many in the Black Coun¬ 
try, Saturday trips to the Arcade 
Toyshop in Dudley have been a 
fundamental part of their child¬ 
hood. Be it Chopper bikes, 
Meccano or the amazing glass 
cabinet where the Dinky cars 
revolved on electric shelves, it 
is ingrained in the memories of 
thousands of people. 

Now, after almost half a cen¬ 
tury, the shop is set to close as 
a result of a council regeneration 
scheme. The facade where the 
shop is based is being returned 
to its original 1920s style, and 
owner Alan Caswell says the al¬ 
terations to his shop are the ‘final 
nail in the coffin’. 

Mr Caswell, from Pattingham, 
is magnanimous, saying the 
changes are for the long-term 
good of the town. But really? 
How can anything which results 
in the loss of one of the most 
popular shops in an ailing town 
be anything other than a disas¬ 
ter? 

The same mistakes are being 
repeated in towns and cities all 
over. While the shutters descend 
on an ever-increasing number of 
shops, local government seems 
convinced that all the ills of the 
high street can be solved with 
smart cast-iron street furniture 
and block paving. 

You can have the most beau¬ 
tiful market place and the most 
elegantly revamped shopping 
arcade but if there are no shops 
to draw people in, nobody will 
ever see them.

The day a Titanic 
task was repeated

ALICE CHARLES on a film 
looking at the day when 
the send off for the Titanic 
anchor was recreated 

IT was a snapshot of the glo¬ 
ry days of Black Country engi¬ 
neering. 

History was recreated when thou¬ 
sands lined the streets to watch as 
a replica of the anchor from the 
doomed Titanic was hauled through 
the town where it was made 99 
years earlier. 

The re-enactment followed the route 
the real anchor, cast by Hingley’s of 
Netherton in 1911, took in reverse and 
was filmed for a five-part history series 
for Channel 4 and National Geographic 
channel. 

And now the momentous occasion has 
been preserved for future generations in 
a DVD from a Dudley production com¬ 
pany, The Return of the Titanic Anchor: 
A Day to Remember. 

Original 

The original 16-tonne anchor was cast 
carried to the old Dudley train station 
by 20 shire horses, taken by train to 
Fleetwood and shipped across the Irish 
Sea. From there, the anchor continued 
its journey to the Titanic’s shipbuilders 
Harland and Wolff in Belfast. 

For the recreation in 2010, the replica 
travelled from Castle Hill, Dudley to 
Halesowen Road, Netherton, as crowds 
lined the streets. 

But it wasn’t without it’s problems as 
the parade, made up of 20 shire horses, 
ground to a halt near Dudley Zoo due to 
difficulties navigating the exit to the car 
park. 

Following a two and a half hour delay, 
the procession began again but stopped 
again near the Flood Street island as the 
anchor began to slip from its cart. 


The shire horses had to be detached 
and instead walked on in front as the 
cart was pulled by a tractor to a tempo¬ 
rary plinth off Halesowen Road. 

The 18ft long replica is now sited 
proudly in the town as a reminder of 
the past. 

The documentary’s director and pro¬ 
ducer David Hale, aged 58, from Neth¬ 
erton, said the recreation captured the 
imagination of the town. 

“More than 10,000 people turned up 
to watch. I’ve never seen so many peo¬ 
ple in all my life,” he said. 


“Hingley’s was the world’s foremost 
anchor maker. It’s phenomenal to think 
about.” 

Just under an hour long, the film also 
includes archive footage of workers at 
Hingley’s and of the actual anchor itself 
on the liner. 

“We have a local actor, Victor Mead¬ 
ows, reading an article from the Dudley 
Chronicle in 1911,” said Mr Hale, who 
works at Davideo. 

The documentary is presented by 
Luke Perry and includes commentary 
from Dr Kenneth Mallon, who has writ¬ 


ten two books on the subject. 

The documentary began in 2010 as 
a direct result of the Channel 4 series, 
which was made by Twenty Twenty Pro¬ 
ductions in London. 

Mr Hale has been making documen¬ 
taries since 1987 for a variety of clients 
including Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil, and the team worked on the project 
alongside their other work. 

The documentary includes 20 minutes 
of archive footage, some of which proved 
difficult to get. 

“My colleague Richard Beard, who 
sadly died two years ago, found rare ar¬ 
chive footage from the 1920s and 1930s 
in a skip but it was on nitrate,” he said. 

Fortunately, through a contact at the 
BBC, the team successfully managed to 
convert the footage to video for inclusion 
in the documentary. 

Meanwhile, the production company 
may return to the subject matter in the 
future. 

“I’ve always wanted to do a drama 
documentary at some point,” Mr Hale 
said. 

The 2010 reconstruction was a poign¬ 
ant moment due to Netherton’s strong 
links with the Titanic. The ill-fated 
liner sank on its maiden voyage in April 
1912, with the loss of more than 1,500 
lives. 

There were in fact two anchors made, 
one for the side and another for the cen¬ 
tre of the liner. 

When it was made, the Titanic’s cen¬ 
tre anchor was, at the time and for some 
time to follow, the world’s largest an¬ 
chor ever forged by hand. 

In 2011, Dudley Council and other or¬ 
ganisations put together a whole series 
of events and exhibitions to mark the 
100th anniversary of the sinking of the 
Titanic. Church bells were rung and the 
procession was followed by a civic cer¬ 
emony.

THE Tory conference was sup¬ 
posed to be the chance to unite 
the party against a common foe 
before the next General Election. 

Unfortunately for David Cam¬ 
eron, the Birmingham gathering 
exposed what everyone knows 
- the Tories are fighting on too 
many fronts. 

Defections to UKIP overshad¬ 
owed proceedings every day. 
Even the Sunday Telegraph, 
usually sympathetic to the Con¬ 
servatives, led with the headline 
Tory Crisis as delegates started 
their four-day event. 

The defections of Mark Reck¬ 
less and former London deputy 
mayor Richard Barnes were em¬ 
barrassing as was William Cash 
joining UKIP. 

Mr Cash is the son of ardent 
Eurosceptic Tory MP Sir Bill 
Cash, who represents Stone. 

Sir Bill described his son’s 
actions as a ‘monumental mis¬ 
judgement’, saying that it is only 
the Tories that can deliver a ref¬ 
erendum on Europe. 

It’s frustrating for him given 
how much he’s had to endure 
within his own party as he tried 
to get the leadership to take the 
issue seriously - something it is 
now doing as it promises a ref¬ 
erendum if the Tories win a ma¬ 
jority. 

The problem for Sir Bill and for 
the Conservatives is that Europe 
is no longer the only thing that 
is seeing people want to move 
to the ‘kippers’. The younger 
Mr Cash is miffed at planning 
policies he says damage tour¬ 
ism and heritage and was un¬ 
impressed by David Cameron’s 
decision to drop Owen Paterson 
as Environment Secretary. 

There was some relief for the 
Conservatives as UKIP’s group 
leader on Dudley Council re¬ 
signed from the party. But Ken 
Turner and his wife Hazel are not 
planning a return to the Tory fold, 
having left the Conservatives 
last year. 

Michael Fabricant, the out¬ 
spoken Lichfield MP looks for¬ 
ward to some form of a recon¬ 
ciliation between the Tories and 
their UKIP ‘cousins’. 

Nigel Farage might think his 
tanks are parked on Labour’s 
lawn, but with all the Tory defec¬ 
tions it is starting to look more 
than ever like an alternative to 
the Conservatives rather than to 
the others. That’s only going to 
strengthen Labour’s chances. 


ONE of the surprising things 
about the Tory conference was 
how remarkably upbeat it was. 
The opinion polls point to a La¬ 
bour victory, despite Ed Miliband 
forgetting to mention the deficit 
in his own conference speech. 

There was the embarrassment 
of minister Brooks Newmark re¬ 
signing after sending a picture of 
his bits to a journalist, posing as 
a party aide. 

But one MP who certainly had 
a spring in his step was South 
Staffordshire’s Gavin William- 
sonHe’s been named in the top 
100 people ‘on the right’. Not 
even the former PM Sir John 
Major makes the list anymore.

The slides showed on one hand the won¬ 
der of the glacial scenery and on the other, 
the despair and suffering of this courageous 
group of explorers. The story became more 
dramatic when Mr Lound put on his cos¬ 
tume dressed as Scott. 

Social Studies speaker for the evening 
was Ed Shore on Cycling across America. 
At the time, Mr Shore was a member of Ro¬ 
tary and as he crossed America, members 
offered him accommodation. He started in 
San Francisco and aimed to cycle 60 miles 
a day. He crossed the Sierra Nevada then 
on to Salt Lake City and endured four days 
of rain across Colorado. Sometimes he 
camped and other times he used motels. He 
journeyed through Nebraska and on to the 
Missouri river. He journeyed on through 
Ohio and on to New York. In total he cycled 
3,421 miles in 58 days and raised £1,1000 
for charity.

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Chuffed at progress on 
park's miniature railway

IT’S full steam ahead at Bag¬ 
geridge Country Park where 
the model railway line is get¬ 
ting a makeover. 

Earthworks have begun on the pro¬ 
ject, which will see the railway line ex¬ 
tended from 1,400ft to 2,100f and will 
include a new 30ft long tunnel. 

Run by the Wolverhampton and Dis¬ 
trict Model Engineering Society, the 
railway has been operating from the 
South Staffordshire beauty spot near 
Sedgley since 1997. 

The McAuliffe Group have com¬ 
pleted the major earthworks free of 


charge. Trevor Whatmore, of Wolver¬ 
hampton and District Model Engineer¬ 
ing Society, said: “The work they have 
done has been absolutely invaluable. 

“The site used to be the Baggeridge 
coal mine and you start coming across 
huge pieces of concrete, we would 
never have managed to move them.” 

He added that the project could take 
the whole of next year, saying “there 
is a lot of work to do and it is entirely 
by volunteers.” 

Club member Tony Fleming, a civil 
engineer, is helping the members de¬ 
sign the track extension and tunnel in 
the society’s project. 


The works will not interrupt the 
running of the mini railway and it 
does not usually run during winter 
months when the bulk of the work is 
likely to be done. 

The club is collecting donations at 
Baggeridge from people who want to 
support the railway, where they run 
two engines for free train rides. Mr 
Whatmore said donations were their 
major source of funds and would cover 
the cost of the work, between £2,000 
and £3,000. 

South Staffordshire Council, which 
manages the park, gave planning per¬ 
mission to extend the track.

Toy shop boss says he has 
made decision to sell up 


IT has been the go to place for 
everything from Rubik’s Cube to 
Pokemon for almost 50 years but a 
landmark toy shop in Dudley is set 
to close unless a buyer can be found. 

The Arcade Toy Shop has been a 
part of the Fountain Arcade centre 
since 1967. But owner Alan Caswell, 
who runs the store with his sister 
Lynne, has decided to sell up due to 
the £200,000 revamp of the centre. 

It is being restored to its former 
glory and architects want to bring 
its white entrance off Stone Street 
back to how it would have looked in 
the 1920s. But that means reinstall¬ 
ing a doorway that directly entered 
the toy shop and Mr Caswell said the 
work will cause too much upheaval. 

Since announcing his decision he 
has been inundated with messages 
of support from loyal customers. 

Mr Caswell said: “Selling up isn’t 


an imminent thing but it will proba¬ 
bly happen at some point in the early 
New Year. 

“I am absolutely for all for the 
works going on in Dudley and think 
they are fantastic, bring them on. 
Dudley has been sorely let down in 
recent years and these works can 
only be a good thing. But this door 
is the final nail in the coffin for me.” 

There has been an outcry of sup¬ 
port for the store online on both 
Twitter and Facebook with MP for 
Dudley North Ian Austin saying it 
would be a “tragedy” if one of the 
Black Country’s last traditional toy 
shops closed. 

Mr Caswell said: “People are being 
so kind and I am so appreciative.We 
had a lot of people say to us that we 
should start a petition but the deci¬ 
sions have already been made, and I 
have already made my decision too.”

Job seeker allowance claimants from across the region 
have been picked to take part in the project which was 
launched this month.Those who don’t co-operate face hav¬ 
ing their benefits axed. 

It sees job hunters having to attend training centres 
from 9am to 5pm, five days a week, for 13 weeks. 

They will then undergo training in interview techniques, 
job searching and writing better CVs. 

They will also be expected to turn up on time every day 
which Government officials say will get them in the habit 
of the working life. 

The pilot project is being run by the Department of Work 
and Pensions across 64 UK job centres, 14 of them in Wol¬ 
verhampton, Walsall, Dudley and Sandwell.

“The network reflects our commitment to 
supporting local communities, as part of our 
role as a community council.” 


COUNCIL bosses say they hope new 
owners will be brought in to take 
over a troubled private care home - 
and that the elderly residents will be 
allowed to stay. 

Staffordshire County Council has met with 
the directors of the company which runs The 
Homestead at Prestwood, near Stourbridge, and 
negotiations are now under way to transfer the 
care side of the business to new owners. 

Residents feared they could be forced to move 
out after ‘serious concerns’ were raised about 


the firm’s finances. But the county council is 
now hopeful that it will not be necessary for any 
of the residents to consider looking for alterna¬ 
tive accommodation. 

The care home, which has at least 25 resi¬ 
dents, is owned by Elysian Care Ltd which also 
runs Knoll House in Penn. The firm, which also 
owns The Mill Hotel at Alveley near Bridgnorth, 
has been unavailable for comment. 

The council stepped in to pay staff wages and 
ensure that care of residents, aged up to 96, con¬ 
tinues. In a statement the authority said: “The 
county council stepped in to ensure care contin¬ 


ues uninterrupted after concerns were raised 
about the financial viability of the business, 
and met with families from the Homestead. The 
county council is hopeful residents can continue 
to receive the care provided by the extremely 
loyal and dedicated staff.” 

Staffordshire’s cabinet member for social and 
health care Councillor Mark Sutton said: “While 
the details still have to be agreed, we are hopeful 
this will be resolved swiftly to everyone’s satis¬ 
faction.” 

The Homestead has 13 residents registered 
with Staffordshire and 12 with Dudley Council. 


More fridges 
being dumped 

THOUSANDS of fridges and freezers 
have been dumped across the Black Coun¬ 
try after rules on how to get rid of them 
were changed. 

The number of white goods blighting 
streets and beauty spots across the region 
have more than tripled in some areas after 
new guidelines from the Environmental 
Agency. 

The rules, introduced in July last year, 
ban scrap yards from disposing of the 
white goods unless the insulation foam, 
which contains the chemical pentane, has 
been removed. 

In Dudley, from October 2013 to August 
2014 there were 192 reported incidents of 
fly tipped white goods. This is up from 35 
reports in the previous October to August.

But video released of pest control 
workers ushering the birds into a van 
in Victoria Park in Tipton created a 
furore amongst animal lovers. 

It sparked a petition by Ian Carroll, 
from Sandwell Swanwatch, opposing 
the culling of the Canadian geese and 
calling on Sandwell Council to end the 
practice. 

So far, 2,323 people have signed the 
document. When it reaches 3,000 sig¬ 
natures it will be sent to the council. 

Since then, the council announced it 
was having a re-think over the way it 
manages the geese population.

Councillor Maria Crompton, 
Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for highways and environment, said: 
“There is only a specific period in the 
year when the geese population can be 
reduced and this is during their moult 
sometime during May and June, there¬ 
fore we have no plans to reduce the 


geese population at this present time. 
We are presently gauging public reac¬ 
tion and we will review our approach 
to the management of geese numbers 
during the coming months.” 

In a written document attached to 
the petition, the group said it aimed to 
stop the council culling the geese and 
to promote education on the birds’ be¬ 
haviour. 

Information 

In a Freedom of Information request 
to the council, Mr Carroll found the 
council culled 150 geese in 2013 from 
Dartmouth Park in West Bromwich 
and Victoria Park in Tipton, with a 
further 70 being culled this year from 
Victoria Park. 

The council maintained that the 
killings were carried out as humanely 
as possible and only as a last resort. 

The move by Sandwell Council to re¬ 
think has been welcomed by an animal 
welfare group. Bishopwood Swan Res¬ 
cue, based near Stourport, deals with 
injured birds in the West Midlands. 

Founder Sandy Lee said: “I don’t 
support the idea of culling the animals. 
Everything has the right to live.”

JAKE Bugg doesn’t say 
much between his songs 
but let his powerful music 
speak for itself as he played 
two nights at a packed Civic 
Hall this week. 

Despite the Modish fol¬ 
lowing, who sang along to 
Oasis hit Champagne Su¬ 
pernova before the lights 
dimmed, 20-year-old Bugg’s 
musical roots go back, way 
back and beyond his home 
city of Nottingham. 

The young singer-song- 
writer’s dark clothing ech¬ 
oes the sombre style of 
the original Man in Black 
Johnny Cash and, third 
song in, Storm Passes Away 
sounds like a Hank Williams 
honky tonk toe-tapper. Add 
to that a nasal twang akin 
to mid-1960s Dylan, and 
here is a young man fit for 
articles in Mojo or Rolling 
Stone. 

Maybe one day Bugg’s 
bleak depiction of broken

Bugg showed his sensi¬ 
tive side in a seated acous¬ 
tic interlude that led up to 
his boldest ballad, Song 
About Love.

80-minute set culminated 
in a footstomping, extended 
guitar workout version of 
his breakthrough hit Light¬ 
ning Bolt. No encore, no 
fuss, Jake kept it real.

UKIP group leader quits 
over campaign fund 



Councillors Hazel and Ken Turner will now stand as independents 


THE leader of the UKIP group 
on Dudley Council has quit 
the party in a row over cam¬ 
paign funding. 

Councillor Ken Turner and his 
wife Hazel, who both represent 
Hayley Green and Cradley South, 
will now serve as independents. 

It also leaves UKIP in Walsall South 
looking for a candidate as Mr Turner 
was chosen to try to take on Labour 
MP Valerie Vaz at the General Elec¬ 
tion. They had previously been Con¬ 
servatives until the end of last year 
when they left the Tory group and sat 
as independents before joining UKIP. 

The Eurosceptics had nine seats on 
Dudley Council but are now reduced to 
seven. It comes amid a series of coups 
for UKIP as two MPs, a former Lon¬ 
don deputy mayor and the son of Eu¬ 
rosceptic Tory MP Sir Bill Cash have 
all joined. 

But Mr Turner, 71, hit out at the 
party claiming its unelected party 
members were trying to control the 
activities of councillors. He said he 
had proposed setting up a fund in May, 
shortly after the council elections, 
where councillors would donate seven 
per cent of their £9,393 basic allow¬ 
ance to a fund for campaigning. But 
the councillor said the party’s Dudley 
branch had insisted the money go into 
its general fund instead,something 
UKIP say the majority agreed with. 

“Fve now told UKIP what to do,” Mr 
Turner said. “The behaviour of local 
branch members has been unaccept¬ 
able. Because I said it should go into a 
group account they ended up holding 
a kangaroo court overseen by people 
who aren’t elected by the public. The 
Dudley branch expects to be able to 
dictate what elected councillors say 
and do.” 

While the spat will be a welcome re¬ 
lief for the Conservatives after a week 
of defections, Mr Turner said he has 


‘no regrets’ about leaving the Tories 
last year, adding: “I was disillusioned 
with them. They make promises but 
they won’t be the major party in gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Councillor Dean Perks, chairman 
of UKIP Dudley branch, said: “We’ve 
always maintained there should be 
no disconnect between elected mem¬ 
bers and the branch. It is the branch 


members who are out knocking doors 
and delivering leaflets. We wouldn’t be 
where we are without them. 

“The process is democratic. I’m 
chairman and I’m an elected coun¬ 
cillor. It was agreed the voluntary 
donation of allowances should go to 
the branch funds. It’s not great when 
someone leaves but I don’t think Ken 
ever took his Tory hat off.”

From the tranquil fields 
to industrial heartland 


TRAVELLERS from a bygone 
era would sit back and re¬ 
lax as they were transported 
from the tranquil fields and 
mansion houses of Stafford¬ 
shire into the industrial heart¬ 
land of the Black Country. 

As the Wildfire Locomotive 
chugged through the countryside, 
passengers watching from the 
windows would be treated to the 
sight of deer frolicking on the es¬ 
tates of the gentry and the tower¬ 
ing spires of the region’s churches 
and cathedrals - with the smoke 
of the foundries beckoning them 
onwards towards the city 

For those train travellers, Osborne’s 
Guide to the Grand Junction Railway 
was the 19th-century answer to to¬ 
day’s Lonely Planet guidebook, of¬ 
fering detailed maps of the railway, 
alongside hand drawn illustrations of 
the hidden gems they could see from 
their carriages of the route. 


MEMORY LANE 


by Deborah Hardiman 


First hitting the shelves in the 1830s 
the book chronicled the journey of Ed¬ 
ward Cornelius Osborne through the 
region on one of the very first steam 
locomotives. The book is now the 
inspiration for Wildfire through Staf¬ 
fordshire - an updated version of the 
historic text, which is now delighting a 
whole new generation of readers. 

Landmarks 

The book covers the journey from 
Birmingham to Liverpool or Manches¬ 
ter along the country’s first trunk line, 
the Grand Junction Railway, which 
was travelled first by the Wildfire loco¬ 
motive through the heart of the Black 
Country and Staffordshire. 

The track passed near many land¬ 
marks including stately homes, 
churches, and factories taking in both 
sweeping views of the countryside and 
the smoking chimneys of the industrial 


heartland that lay beyond. The book 
features rarely seen antique illustra¬ 
tions and rare maps from the period 
along with 22 commissioned poems by 
Walsall’s Ian Henery who described 
the book as the Lonely Planet of the 
1830s. 

It is written by Paul Leslie Line and 
Matt Langham, of Mapseeker Pub- 
lishing.The book pays homage to the 
contributions of industrialists Mat¬ 
thew Boulton and James Watts, who 
set about making improvements to the 
steam engine in the 18th century con¬ 
tributing much to industrial revolu¬ 
tion that made its stamp on the world. 

The book gives a lively commentary 
of the affairs of the day and descrip¬ 
tions of many towns including Bilston, 
Dudley, Walsall, Wednesbury and 
Darlaston providing some the history 
of the communities and how the peo¬ 
ple lived.

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New community cafe at 
church gets thumbs up 


A NEW community cafe has 
served its first cuppa after a 
20 year campaign by parish¬ 
ioners at a church in Sedgley. 

Part of St Andrew’s Method¬ 
ist Church has been transformed 
into the new cafe thanks to the 
hard work of the congregation. 

Church members longed to invite 
more people into St Andrew’s and 
thought a cafe would be a way of 
reaching out to the community and 
brewing up interest. 

So they sought grant funding to en¬ 
able them to revamp the entrance of 
the church part of the main hall for the 
new cafe. 

Converting 

Almost £160,000 has been spent 
converting the section of the church, 
in Bilston Street, over the past few 
weeks. 

But church member Robert Ches- 
worth, who heads up St Andrew’s 
planning committee, said the scheme 
was first suggested some 20 years ago. 

After securing planning permission 
for the renovations they were able to 
win support from a series of charitable 
causes to source the funding. 

Around £50,000 came from the Biffa 
Award’s Community Buildings scheme 
aimed at boosting facilities for the 
community. 

Originally built in 1857, the church 
now serves more than 800 people each 
week. 

Project work includes the demolition 
of the old church entrance replacing it 
with a light and airy new structure. 

Mr Chesworth said: “We are so 
grateful to Biffa for the support but 
also all the other organisations that 
helped us as there were about 25 that 
gave donations right down to a local 
trust fund that gave £100. 

“We have done this to bring more 
passers by into the church.” 

Teas and coffee will be served up 
alongside sandwiches, toasted tea

“It’s brilliant to see the church put 
together successful bids to fund this 
brilliant project.”

WITH frosty mornings, rainy 
days and darker nights 
ahead, you can be forgiven 
resorting to comfort food to 
cheer yourself up. 

Here’s Jamie Oliver with a little of 
what you fancy, 100 recipes for dish¬ 
es best summed up by one word — 
scrumptious. 

Jamie’s Comfort Food (hardback, 
Michael Joseph, £30 but widely avail¬ 
able for less), goes full steam ahead for 
the kind of food guaranteed to put a 
smile on your face. Chapter headings 
include Nostalgia, Guilty Pleasures and 
Sweet Indulgence. 

This handsomely illustrated and 
weighty companion to his latest TV 
series deserves to be a kitchen fixture 
with such dishes as his version of Beef 
Wellington and the awesome Insanity 
Burger. He even finds something new 
to do with a toasted cheese sandwich, 
giving it a crispy cheese crown. 

There also lesser known treats, such 
as Ghanaian Groundnut Stew and Pol¬ 
ish favourite Pierogi (savoury dump¬ 
lings), and those with a sweet tooth 
are catered for with Jamaican Ginger 
Cake, Jamie’s Amazing Apple Pie and 
the decorative Hummingbird Cake, 
among others. There’s also plenty of 
nutritional information at the back of 
the book but, what the heck?! 

Gino D’Acampo recently returned 
to our screens with his second series 
travelling around his homeland of Ita¬ 
ly to present his twist on the regional 
dishes he encountered. Gino’s Italian 
Escape: A Taste of the Sun (hard¬ 
back, Hodder, £20) features over 100 
recipes from northern Italy — Florence, 
Bologna, Parma and Venice. 

This is meat and rice country but 


pasta, pizza and fish dishes also fea¬ 
ture. The affable Gino keeps it simple 
and simply delicious with such dishes 
as Crispy Chicken baked with Lemon 
and Fennel or the Aubergine, Tomato 
and Mozzarella Stack. 

He also introduces his take on Cic- 
chetti, the Venetian equivalent to Span¬ 
ish Tapas. 

As for desserts, the This Morning 
cook from Naples surpasses himself 
with Apples poached in red wine with 
Amaretti biscuit cream; Lady’s Kisses, 
which are almond biscuits with Nutel¬ 
la chocolate spread; and Polenta cake 
with oranges and Cointreau. 

Vegetarians are well catered for with 
two excellent new cook books that 
prove that veggie dishes can be excit¬ 
ing. 


Guardian Weekend veggie food writ¬ 
er Yotam Ottolenghi could even tempt 
carnivores with the vibrant dishes in 
Plenty More (hardback, Ebury Press, 
£27). The follow up to his hit recipe col¬ 
lection Plenty, sees the columnist firmly 
move the vegetables from the side dish 
to the main plate. Favourites include 
his unctuous fig salad, his poached 
eggs with aubergine, fried potatoes 
and spicy tomato, and baked orzo pas¬ 
ta with mozzarella and oregano. 

Indian cuisine is one of the finest 
for vegetarian dishes and a fascinat¬ 
ing world of spice awaits within Cur¬ 
ry Easy Vegetarian (hardback, Ebury 
Press , £26) by queen of curry Madhur 
Jaffrey. The 200 dishes range from 
simple lemon rice and potato patties 
to stuffed sooji crepes and egg curries.

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Sportback 
hot enough 
to sunburn 
petrol heads

Some years ago Audi wowed petrolheads by 
launching a big family estate, of all things, 
with the sort of performance and handling 
that made supercar manufacturers looks up 
and take notice. 

Since that original RS6, the company’s RS - for Renn 
Sport or sporting racing - range has grown and matured, 
offering ballistic performance in a variety of body styles. 

Now there’s the new RS7, which shares the same turbo¬ 
charged V8 powerplant as the current RS6 estate but in a 
slippier Sportback body style. 

The look is of a high performance coupe, but strictly 
speaking it doesn’t fall into that category because it has four 
doors. There are clues to its potential, of course, such as the 
big front air intakes, oversized alloys (21 inches on the test 
car, 20 inch are standard) and extra aerodynamic touches. 

But it’s still a bit of a ‘Q car’ because they don’t tell you 
that this car’s twin turbo, eight cylinder, four litre engine 
has a whopping 560Ps (552bhp) of power and no less than 
700Nm of torque. 

Not surprising then that it is capable of tackling the 0 to 
62mph sprint in under four seconds, and - depending on 
your chosen options (and the size of your wallet) a potential 
top speed ranging from 155 to 189mph. 

That puts it within a gasp of the iconic R8, and while it 
doesn’t have the same jaw-dropping supercar looks it does 
have four seats and a family sized boot, making it appeal to 
a different type of buyer. 

The basic price is £82,010, but if you want to reach the 
holy grail of performance or simply give it even more sport¬ 
ing looks you can do that at a price. 

The ‘dynamic plus package’ for example replaces the 
standard air suspension with conventional dampers and 
steel springs plus a hydraulic system to reduce pitch and 
roll. You also get superb carbon-ceramic brakes and uprat¬ 
ed steering. It means the limited top speed goes up to the 
maximum 189 if you want to spend £10,725. 

The carbon styling package which includes, among other 
things, sprucing up the huge air intake ducts with the panels 
stamped with ‘quattro’ badges, is £4,250. 

Rather surprisingly the sports exhaust is an ‘extra’, too, at 
£1,000 but you really would miss it. The deep growl of the 
V8 under acceleration, or when the eight-speed auto box 
changes up or down, is like a musical accompaniment. 

Intimidating 

The potential of this car is awesome, even perhaps a little 
intimidating to some, but there’s lots of Audi’s vorsprung 
durch technik which tames the beast and turns it into a well- 
trained thoroughbred. 

Some drivers who see themselves as purists like the feel 
of rear wheel drive in a powerful car, but others are not so 
sure in wintry weather and prefer the reassurance of a sys¬ 
tem like Audi’s legendary Quattro all-wheel drive for added 
grip to put the power down safely. 

It channels power to all four wheels using torque vector¬ 
ing and an electronically controlled limited slip differential, 
making adjustments in milliseconds to give you the best 
possible traction in any conditions. 

The car has Audi’s ‘drive select’ system with comfort, 
auto and dynamic settings which adjust the responses of 
the transmission, suspension, steering and even the ex¬ 
haust note according to conditions and your preferences. 
It means, for example, that the car is more relaxing, more 
civilised, to drive in traffic than high performance cars once 
were. 

In ‘comfort’ mode in particular the RS7 is cossetting to 
drive or ride in, and smoothes out the surfaces of some our 
typically British ‘b’ roads in a way which would have been 
unthinkable in a performance car, or even a hot hatch, just 
a few years ago. 

The steering is taut and positive whichever mode you’re 
in, but it’s impossible to say too much about the car’s han¬ 
dling: the only way to fully explore that would be on track. 

The engine has a neat trick too. When the engine isn’t un¬ 
der load it shuts down four of the eight cylinders to save fuel. 
That means potential economy of almost 29mpg, impres¬ 
sive for a car in this class, and C02 emissions of 229g/km. 

All those 700 Newtonmetres of torque are on hand at just 
1,750rpm. Combined with the rapidly reacting eight speed 
transmission it means that for most of the time the rev coun¬ 
ter is showing around 1,500rpm - but a touch on the throttle 
means virtually instantly, eye-popping acceleration. 

The RS7, apart from its unique styling touches, comes 
with home comforts such as heated, electrically adjustable 
sports seats, a comprehensive media system, SatNav, a 
premium 14-speaker stereo, parking sensors, sunroof and 
four-zone climate control. 

But a particularly useful feature in a car like this is the 
jet fighter style head-up display, which projects your current 
speed onto the windscreen in front of the driver’s eyes - a 
genuine boon to keeping you safe and legal.

Peugeots are becoming even 
more reliable and cheaper to run 
with a vastly improved dealer 
network, according to the people 
who know best: Peugeot owners. 

Survey results this year have re¬ 
vealed what Peugeots of all ages are 
really like to live with. They paint a pic¬ 
ture of cars that are increasingly seen 
as reliable, high quality products ser¬ 
viced by dealerships that are raising 
their game accordingly.

Since March 2014, Reevoo has collected, 
collated and verified 1,790 reviews so far. 
The average satisfaction rating is an impres¬ 
sive 8.2 out of 10. 

In addition, 20 per cent of the owners 
have ‘opted in’ to be part of the ‘Ask an 
Owner’ pool. Reevoo’s Elias Sekfali said: 
“The number of reviews over this short time 
span is pretty high in the industry and shows 
a high level of customer engagement. 

“The opt-in is also high and remember, 
these are people saying they don’t mind 
answering questions from unknown fellow 
purchasers.” 

The Reevoo scores are reflected in the 
influential Auto Express Driver Power poll, 
earlier this year, which canvassed more 
than 50,000 car owners. The results showed 
that Peugeot dealerships were the most im¬ 
proved in the industry, rising 17 places com¬ 
pared with 2013. It was the biggest jump 
by any car maker, helped by Dealerships 
recording top 10 finishes in the categories 
of ‘Helpfulness and attitude’, ‘Standard of 


workmanship’, ‘Value for money’ and ‘Over¬ 
all’. 

A survey among the Dealerships by Car 
Dealer magazine asking how they ranked 
the manufacturer showed Peugeot also to 
be one of the highest climbers. It jumped 
seven places to 14th out of 27 manufac¬ 
turers with a score of 55.7 per cent, which 
ranks as good. 

The survey concluded: “There has been 
a wealth of new products and a raft of up¬ 
dated models that are keeping Dealers 
happy, such as the 3008 Crossover, 5008 
MPV and RCZ Sports Coupe.

Sako is out of contract at the end of the 
season and has scored five goals in the first 
11 games. 

Wolves boss Kenny Jackett wants to keep 
the Mali international, but having signed 
when the club had just been relegated 
from the Premier League, the 26-year-old’s 
£25,000-a-week earnings fall well above the 
levels of the current squad. 

“We’re lucky to have him and hopefully 
we can go up to the Premier League to- 
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gether so the club hasn’t got a decision to 
make on his contract,” said Edwards. 

“But I’m sure the club are doing all they 
can to keep him. 

“It’s up to Sako and the club to see what 
happens but it will definitely make it easier 
to keep him if we’re in the Premier League 
next season. 

“Hopefully that’s something we can 
achieve. He’s a Premier League player -

“The season we got relegated he was our 
best player and then last season his goals 
and assists were there for all to see, as they 
are this year,” said the Wales international. 

“He’s a key player because even if he’s 
having a bad game, he can produce that mo¬ 
ment of quality. 

“He did it on Wednesday and Saturday to 
try to get us back into the game. 

“He’s a very good professional and he’s 


got that quality you really need in this 
league - he’s one of those who’s going to 
give his all.” 

Edwards believes Sako will hit double fig¬ 
ures again. 

“He’s always going to get double figures 
with the power he’s got in his left foot and 
the finesse we saw with Saturday’s finish,” 
he said. 

“He is a great finisher - he’s got so much 
power that a lot of the time the ball is past 
the goalkeeper before they can see it. I can 
only dream of hitting a ball that hard but 
you also have to look at the assists he gets.”
